simplicity that would expect from an Apple 
product. 

Also Steve Jobs released the 
iBookstore, which is basically what is says on 
the tin. This means that I can sit in bed, with my 
hot chocolate and read my favourite books with 
ease. Or can I? Well you may all have heard of 
the Amazon kindle and you all most probably 
have not heard of E-Ink technology, so I'll give 
you a brief overview. 

Well, you know sometimes how your 
eyes can hurt after marathon session on a 
laptop, or an iPod, this is called eye fatigue 
and is caused by the LED backlight on your 
electronic products. And this is the same on an 
iPad, it uses LED backlit screens, meaning 
that your eyes are going to start hurting after a 
while of reading books on it. So then, what is 
E-lnk. E-Ink is a system where in the screen 
there are black and white particles. Wherever 
you want the text to be, the computer tells the 
black particles to go to the top of the screen 
and the white particles to go to the bottom. This 
means you are left with the black areas on the 
top, spelling out the text, so its just like ink. And 
because it uses E-ink then no LED backlight is 
used, so you need a bedside lamp just like a 
piece of paper and so doesn't hurt your eyes.

Everyone accepts, even people who hate 
them, that no one can beat Apple on sheer 
style and simplicity, so if you're a fashion guru 
your not going to buy some sort of 'linux brick' 
over a sleek iPhone. Also the hardware, such 




as the OLED touch screen, is something else 
which cannot be rivaled, mainly due to Apple's 
experience with the iPod Touch.

Facebook revolutionized how we 
meet and keep in touch with 
friends, but can Google Buzz really 
make an impact... 

Google Buzz, Google's version of social 
networking (e.g. Facebook, Bebo etc.) is a 
relatively recent program, released on the 19 th 
February 2010 and is integrated into Google's 
mailing system (G-mail). Google Buzz has 
many different integrated programs including 
YouTube, Blogger & Twitter and is compatible 
with most mobile devices like the iPod Touch & 
iPhone. As soon as it was released 9 million 
posts were posted in 56 hours (THAT'S 
160,000 POSTS AN HOUR). 

Although Google Buzz has been noted 
as very popular, and easy to use there have 
been many people commenting about 
inadequate privacy in the application. As by 
default, the mobile version of Google Buzz 
publishes the exact location of the user, so 
people can track them or the user 
unintentionally reveals an "embarrassing spot" 
in which they are situated. A student at 
Harvard Law School picked up on that point 



and filed a class action lawsuit (basically a 
serious complaint) against Google, saying that 
Buzz 'violated several federal laws about 
privacy'. The Electronic Privacy Information 
Center alleged that Google Buzz "violated user 
expectations, diminished user privacy, 
contradicted Google's privacy policy, and may 
have violated federal wiretap laws". Google 
Buzz has been known to automatically add 
unwanted users as followers of that person, if 
they were in their Gmail contacts, without their 
consent. For example one user had an abusive 
ex-boyfriend added automatically as a follower 
which in turn exposed her communications 
with her current partner. 

Google Buzz, although being fast as 
'Google.com', has many privacy concerns 
meaning that people have to be vigilant and 
ensure that they configure their privacy 
settings to suit their needs. 

So it seems that Google Buzz was 
rushed and privacy settings and were 
overlooked. Due to these issues and the fact 
that it runs through of Gmail means it receives 
an Orangefusion Star rating of 3.

There are some 
good points on the compatibility side of 
things. The main one is that if you want 
to plug a USB 3.0 device into a USB 2.0 
slot (if you still have USB 1 .1 , then 
please buy a new computer) its OK, but 
obviously it will operate at the slower 
speeds.
